Development Code provides that any amendments to the Zones of 
Influence Maps shall be approved by the Board of County 
Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has 


determined that the amendments contained in this ordinance 


furthers the intent and policy to ensure the continued health, 


safety, welfare, and quality of environment for residents of 


and visitors to Palm Beach County.
